CIRCUS MAY GO 
OUT THIS YEAR 
AS AUTO SHOW 


Possible Inability To Secure 
‘ Truck Equipment 


‘Only Bar to Plans of Corpora- 
tion Formed 


By R. M. Harvey and the 
Hornes of Kansas City 


| Chicago, April 1—A hitch which 
arose today is holding up the plans of 
the newly organized American Circus 
Corporation, which has a capital stock 
of $100,000, fully paid in, to put out the 
Coop & Lent Circus on motor trucks. 
It is understood the corporation, which 
was formed by R. M. Harvey, president 
of the National Outdoor Showmen’s 
Association, for years connected with 
the Barnum & Bailey and Hagenbeck- 
Wallace Shows, and J. 8S. Horne and 
father, of the Horne Zoological Arena 
Company, of Kansas City, has placed 
orders for specially constructed trucks 
‘and bodies, and that it is the inability 
‘of the manufacturers to guarantee de- 
‘livery of the bodies which is tempo- 
frarily holding up the plans. It is exe 
gpected that a decision {In the matter 
»will be reached some time this week, 
rand if the manufacturer can deliver 
the bodies Mr. Harvey and his associ- 
mates will go ahead with their plans, 
ywhich call for a three-ring circus, the 
| equivalent of a twenty-five-car rail- 
lt road show. 


In the event the bodies can be se- 
/ecured in time, the intention is to open 
the show about May 5 at a point near 
Chicago, and to play a route, which in- 
eludes a number of good circus towns 
“which will this season not be available 
to railroad shows. Mr. Harvey is to 
be general manager, with H. S. Rowe 
as business manager. The order placed 
(tor trucks ineludes sleepers, dining 

car, horse and elephant cars, as well 

as special size trucks to handle the 
' Baggage and equipment.

Will Work for Betterment of 
Business in General

Trenton, N. J.., March 30.—At a meet- 
ing held in Trenton this week a new 
organization, to be known as the Cen- 
tral Managers’ Association, composed 
of the one, two and th-ee-night-stand 
managers, was formed. Sixty-nine 
towns, with a representative from 
each, bore evidence of the interest 
taken by those invited to join.

Legal Battle May Throw Light 
on War Lecturing 


Keedick Claims Contract Was 
Not Respected 


Empey Denies and Retaliates 
With Countercharges 


For some time there had been 
much rumbling in professional quar- 
ters which gave evidence that all was 
not well in the great entertainment 
and lecture world. There have been 
many complaints which showed that 
somewhere there is trouble. 

Certain bureau managers have 
been growing more mysteriously ac- 
tive in ways which did not show that 
unselfishness gnd pure unadulterated 
patriotism was the only thing that 
actuated them. Favoritism has been 
charged by many who have done or 
tried to do work for the entertain- 
ment of the boys in khaki. There 
have been complaints about other 
features of this work. We have ad- 
vised all local committees to see that 
all money raised for Red Cross pur- 
poses is turned over to the local Red 
Cross. 

We are glad to see that at last some 
of the alleged activities about which 
there have been complaints and crit- 
icism are to be discussed in the open, 
so that the public will know what 
cause, if any, there has been for com- 
plaint. The legal battle between Ser- 
geant Arthur Grey Empey and Man- 
ager Lee Keedick may throw light on 
several phases of war lecturing. Kee- 
dick claims that Empey did not re- 
spect his contract, which charge Em- 
pey denies and makes countercharges 
against Keedick. 

Our way of looking at a contract 1s 
that it is or ought to be a sacred 
thing. In lyceum and chautauqua 
circles lives have been freely given to 
keep inviolate the contractual rela- 
tions which exist between the artist 
and the public. He who breaks a 
contract for any reason and disap- 
points an audience stabs the lyceum 
and chautauqua in the back. There- 
fore contract jumpers ought to be 
eliminated as far as possible from 
our profession. Therefore if Manager 
Keedick is right Sergeant Empey is a 
menace to our profession and to the 
great lyceum and chautauqua move- 
ment. and is really a menace to the 
platform and to that form of educa- 
tion which free speech fosters. But 
there are two sides at least to every

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SOTHERN TELLS OF SOLDIERS’ 
NEED FOR ENTERTAINMENT 


Noted Actor and Winthrop Ames Back From France 
After Spending Three Months Studying Condi- 
tions-—Will Return With Mrs. Sothern To De- 
vote Entire Time to Boys in the Trenches 


New York, March 30.—E. H. Soth- 
ern and Winthrop Ames in the uni- 
form of Y. M. C. A. workers arrived 
at an Atlantic port yesterday from 
France, where, at the urgent request 
of General Pershing, they have been 
acting as a commission to determine 
what the American theater can best 
do for the happiness of American men 
in service. 

With Julia Marlowe, his wife, Mr. 
Sothern will return immediately to 
France, and for the remainder of the 
war the Sotherns will devote their 
lives to the entertainment of the men 
in the fighting line from the United 
States. 


“These men,” Mr. Sothern says, 
“who are making the supreme sacri- 
fice, go into the trenches and suffer 
untold agonies for you and me. They 
are fighting for us and all of human- 
ity, and when they come from the 
ordeal they need spiritual and mental 
doctoring. And that is where the 
theater of America may help. 


“It wiil be possible for us to admin- 
ister the needed mental tonic to these 
tired and overwrought men.” 


Right up to the third line trenches 
the noted actor and his distinguished 
wife are going for the duration of the 
war. No call from any one in civil 
life and no cry from the theater could 
persuade them to return to the stage, 
but for the opportunity to afford men- 
tal stimulation to the boys over there 
after the horror of their hours in the 
trenches, Miss Marlowe said, she was 
inexpressibly grateful.

THE INCOME TAX 
What Is Exempt and What Is Not 


New York, April 1.—Expenses incidental to 
the earning of their salaries and fees may be 
deducted from income tax returns by professional 
people, according to a ruling made last night by 
William Berker, Deputy Collector of the Internal 
Revenue offices of Brooklyn. 

Booking fees are deductable; also all grease 
paints, make-ups and costumes when bought by 


may be deducted when an individual maintains 
a home and is obliged to travel and live in 
another city, but meals must not be included in 
the deduction. Mileage, baggage and other inci- 
dentals when paid by professional people may be 
counted as expenses and not included in the re- 
port. 

Amounts won by verbal betting on sporting 
events are income, but alimony or allowance 
based on separation agreements are not income 
to the person receiving them and must not be 
deducted by the person paying them,

The chief reason for the rapidity with which 
the ordinance was favored by a majority vote 


lay in the fact that Insull’s alleged endorse 
ment was supposed to reflect the government's 
attitude. 

The cabaret ordinance (which really should be 
called anti-cabaret) was Prompted by brewery 
interests, who felt that the death of the cabaret 
would be the only means of satisfying the coun 
trywide antiliquor wave. Cabarets have come 
up for more cousideration during the last few 
months than any subjects placed before the City 
Council, yet the actual status of the question 
is as upcertain as ever.

SALARY SCALE TO MUSICIANS 


In Burlesque Houses To Be Same as in 
Legitimate Theaters Next Season 


New York, March 30.—Burlesque managers 
vill _be required next season to pay the same 
salary scale to musicians as legitimate man- 
agers have been paying for the past year, ac- 
cording to a decision of the Musical Mutual 
Protective Union at its meeting Wednesday. 
The managers bave about six months in which 
to decide whether or not they will pay the in- 
rease, 

The proposed scale, which has been in effect 
in other musical and dramatic and large vaude- 
ville houses for the last year, calls for weekly 
increases of two to three dollars a man, 

Lignon Johnson, attorney for the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, in discussing 
the matter with a Billboard reporter, said: 

“These salary demands are not immediate. 
Last year the musicians presented their in- 
creased scale at the beginning of the fall sea- 
son and the managers protested against not hav- 
ing been given any time to consider them. So 
this year the musicians decided to present their 
next year’s seale six months in advance. The 
story publisbed in one of the daily papors that 
a strike was in prospect was absolutely incor- 
reet. 

“Tuesday a committee from the Musicians’ 
Union met a committee from the Managers’ 
Protective Association, and it was decided that 
on account of the war and the extraordinary 


theatrical conditions no new salary demands 
would be made by the musicians until] the end 
of the war. 


“At a meeting of the musicians the following 
day it was decided—I have this unofficially— 
that the demands made last year, which were 
withdrawn. in case of burlesqne, small vande- 
ville and picture houses, must be met next year. 
It is simply making the rate for burlesque 
houses the same as for other musical, vaudeville 
and dramatic theaters. 

“There couldn’t be a strike under any con- 
ditions, for the scale for the balance of the 
season has been agreed upon.’’

E. ROBINSON, known all over the 
world as Chung Lung Soo, whose tragic death 
has shocked the theatrical world, was greatly 
beloved by all of the magical fraternity. The 
writer of thie column recalls this artist’s first 
appearance at the Follies Bergere in Paris, 
which, however, was not very successful, as 
unfortunately he dropped the big bowl of water 
prematurely, but when he went to London and 
opened at the Alhambra his fishing trick made 
him famous over night. Several other ma- 
gicians have lost their lives doing the famous 
bullet catching trick. One performer killed his 
wife while performing this feat. The trick in 
its elementary form was as follows: An old- 
fashioned pistol was examined and a marked 
leaden ball was supposedly rammed down into 
the barrel. Performer stood on the stage hold- 
ing a plate in his hands. The spectator who 
held the gun was commanded to fire point blank 
at the magician, and immediately after the re- 
port the bullet was seen and heard to fall 
from the artist's mouth on to the plate. The 
late Alexander Herrmann did this trick, using 
several soldiers, and as each one shot the 
bullets were seen to fall from his mouth, Fred 
Hurd did the trick very successfully in vaude- 
ville in this country years ago.

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THE AMATEUR’S CHANCE 
IN THE MUSIC GAME 


Will Find It Difficult To Break 
In Unless Possessing the 
. Ability To Popular- 
ize Numbers

Is there really a chance for the amateur—the 
uninitiated outsider—in the great and busy world 
of song? 


‘ This is by no means a new subject, but new” 


angles have arisen which make it advisable to 
enter into further discussion, 

Myriads of letters continue to pour in—all 
bearing the pleas of the amateurs. All kinds of 
outsiders are heard from. Those who construct 
lyrics horribly, without regard to meter, rhyme 
or reason, are among those who clamor for 
recognition. Would-be composers who construct 
almost. unintelligible melodies that invariably 
end with an odd measure are by no means re- 
ticent. But among the many who apply there 
are also capable chaps, who, for one reason@or 
another, never had a chance. The following let- 
ter, whose writer’s name is considerately with- 
held, was received a few days ago: 

“Song Editor The Billboard, 


° Chicago, IL: 


“Dear Sir—Being a reader of The Billboard 
for many years I am taking the liberty of writ- 
ing you this letter asking if you can spare a 
little space to let my publisher friends know my 
hat is still in the ring. 

“I have read many good articles in The Bill- 
board, and have always enjoyed reading them. 
I am particularly interested in the song review 
page (being a lyric writer). I have read how 
professional song writers make millions in writ- 
ing, but as yet I never had the opportunity to 
read an article on how hard it is for an amateur 
song writer (meaning myself) to gain recog- 
nition, altho he may have some good material. 

“I am 23 years of age, and have been 
trying to enter the music game for the last four 
years. True, I did have a song published about 
three years ago—music by one of the noted song 
writers—and, to tell the truth, I am still look- 
ing for my royalty. I am sending you several 
of my latest lyrics. Please read them over care- 
fully. If you find them available to print and 
your space unlimited you may do so, also giving 
your opinion as to whether I am or not worthy 
of co-operation from some music writer. You 
will notice my titles are timely and the stories 
sensible. 

“Thanking you in advance and appreciating a 
little boost, I am, Yours respectfully, 

“A. B., Chicago, Il."’ 

The enclosed lyrics alluded to demonstrate 
positive lyric writing ability, particularly in the 
way of titles, and the handling is far better than 
that usually encountered in amateur efforts. The 
four songs included consist of a spirited patri- 
otic number, a lonesome song with background, 
a simple ballad and a stage song. Any one of 
them could be built into an acceptable song. 

This. letter was selected for’ extended com- 
ment and reproduction because of the many 
received it approaches most closely the type of 
amateur this department would like to assist— 
one with ability who doesn’t think the world is 
trying to cheat him out of the profits that should 
accompany his bid for fame, yet, withal, one who 
is sensibly seeking the intangible missing link 
that would connect the properly fortified amateur 
with a profitable and worthy career in song 
writing. 

Is there a short-cut for the amateur who 
could make good if given a chance? There isn’t. 

In order to reveal the reason it is necessary 
to explain the present status of song writing. A 
few years ago, when writers like Arthur Lamb 
were in their prime as lyricists, an aspirant 
needed to do nothing more than provide good 
material, Today the material itself, tho im- 
portant, is by no means the most important 
qualification of song writing. 

Most of the publishers want to see profits 
quickly. Elimination of introductory expense is 
one form of profit. If a song writer can assist 
directly in the popularization of a song, it stands 
to reason that the pay-roll is relieved of the ex- 
pense of demonstrators. This fact recognized, 
we find the reason for the success of the lyricist 
who can sing and the melodist who can play 
piane. The aspirant who writes a wretched 
melody and plays g ‘‘good” piano has a better 
erance of achieving success than the one who 
writes good melodies and doesn’t know how to

When the gallery is shouting forea star who makes a hit, when each voice among a million 
tries its best to do its bit, there is little credit due to any fellow in the crowd, for without bis 
voice the plaudits would still ring out clear and loud. But just let an actor falter and forget 
to play his part, that’s the time he'll test the good will ofea sympathetic heart. Then a single 
word of good cheer goes a long and bappy way, just a gleam of sun is welcome on a dark and 
dreary day. 

Those who wait to buy their flowers till a grave is open wide®have done nothing to cheer 
moments ere the friend they bury died. Just a single rosebud given on a cheerless, gloomy 
day goes muchefarther than the biggest kind of affuneral bouquet. It's surprising what a little 
makes the present@seem more bright and brings sunshine to the future, tho it's far beyond our 
sight. If somebody claims to like me let him prove it while I’m here, I don't care about the 
flowers to be cast upon my bier. 

If somebody waits to praise me till the future says I'm great let him save his speech for 
others. If he’d choose to hesitate while I'd need a word of kindness, while I'd like a little cheer? 
all the praise he’d give me later would sound cheap and insincere. There are wonis of kindness 
spoken while success is far away, when the doubdts of a tomorrow cloud the progress of today, 
that mean more than volumes written for success already won, any fool can welcome summer 
when the winter's coid@is done. 

There are those whoehave to*battle thru hard times without a friend, yet some finish up on 
top when all the struggle’s at an end. Then friends raily ‘round to praise them—yet they can 
not understand why the one who won is distant, doesn’t eat out of their hand. But the time 
to back a winner is before a battle’s won, any fool can praise a victor when a hero's work is 
done. If you want to show you like me do it now, don’t be too late, for I'll hate you if you'll

Herbert Witherspoon has good ald Scotch 
blood coursing in his veins, and it has been 
enriched by 200 years of American education, 
contact and culture. This is something to be 
proud of in these days of the world’s: greatest 
struggle, when we have our hundreds of thou- 
sands of hybrid hyphenated Americans «who do 
not inspire us with particular pride. 


Mr. Witherspoon is an operatic artist of 
established reputation with a place firmly es- 
tablished among America’s foremost singers. 
After obtaining his degree from Yale in 1895 he 
resolved to become a pudlic singer and studied 
with the most distinguished teachers of New 
York, Paris and London. 


His musical debut was made in New York 
with Walter Damrosch in 1897, and his success 
was almost instantaneous. This began his mu- 
sical career, 

In 1908 Mr. Witherspoon was made primo 
basso cf the Metropolitan Opera House, New 
York, and thereafter served as one of its 
principal artists for eight consecutive years. 

His voice is a basso cantante of wide range 
and of varied resources, and he is one of the 
best exponents of the art of Bel (onte. 

But these personal factseare of secondary im- 
portance in this article. Five years ago Mr. 
Witherspoon retired from the Metropolitan with 
an idea. The idea was a big one and it is an 
idea The B‘llboard would like to emphasize and 
encourage. 


Mr. Witherspoon had himself enjoyed all of 
the musical advantages of Europe and his own 
country, but after ten years of a successful 
operatic career in America’s leading temple of 
music he reached the conclusicn that America 
had arrived at the stage of her development 
when she was able to supply aspiring and 
capable musical talent all of the advantages 
necessary for a successful musical career of 
the highest character entirely independent of 
Europe. 

-He knew the expense of going to Europe to 
study as well as the -moral dangers young 
women must face while studying there. 

Why should either be necessaty? They were 
not. Time was when perhaps they were, but 
not now. America had as good teachers as [u- 
rope; our symphony orchestras were numbered 
among the greatest of the world, our grand 
opera organizations were unsurpassed and rarely 
equaled in any country, and here could be 
heard more of the world’s great artists than in 
any other land cn the globe. Why then longer 
these expensive and morally dangerous periods 
of study abroad when we had as good or better 
advantages at home? 

To study in Europe had become a fixed cus- 
tom, a fad, but it should no longer be en- 
couraged. More than that it should be em- 
phatically discouraged. The best way to dis- 
courage the custom was not by merely denounc- 
ing it, but instead by building up a strictly 
American school of training for concert and 
operatic aspirants. of a quality so high that 
all special preference for European study would 
be overcome, 

This Mr. Witherspoon set about to do, and, 
with the assistance of his wife, Florence 
Hinkle, tie well-known soprano, he has brought 
about the realization of his idea. 

How well ‘he has succeeded is emphasized by 
the fact that under his direction Mabel Gar- 
rison, Lucy “Gates, Merle Alcock, Lambert Mur- 
phy and dozens of other capable American 
singers have been given to the musical world, 
many of whom have never seen Europe. 

But this article is not intenced to be a 
special boost for Mr. Witherspoon or his par- 
ticular school, but for ca itea—the idea that it 
is positively no longer n-cessary for any musical 
aspirant to go to Europe for 2 complete musical 
education, because the best can now be had at 
home with much less expense. 

The idea Mr. Withersenoon h-s been working 
on is not at cll origincl with him nor is he 
the only exponent of it. Mr. Witherspoon is 
but one of a group of well-known artists loyal 
to America and American ideals, who have for 
years been fighting not only for the education of 
our musical aspirants at home, but for opera in 


English, the direction of our great sympbony or- 
chestras and control of our magnificent grand

IN NEW YORK IS OPENED 


Henry Miller’s Theater Company in The Fountain 
of Youth Dedicates Beautiful Structure in 
West Forty-Third Street —Has 
Capacity of About 1,000 


New York, April 1.—The new Henry Miller 
Theater, embodying many of Mr. Miller’s ideas 
and located in West Forty-third street, just 
east of Broadway, will be thrown open to the 
public tonight with Henry Miller’s Theater 
Company in The Fountain of Youth, Louis Evan 
Shipman’s three-act comedy, which had its first 
performance on any stage at the Apollo Theater 
in Atlantic City last Monday night. Mr, Miller 
himself heads the company, supported by Olive 
Tell, Lucile Watson, Hilda Spong, Frank Kem- 
ble Cooper, Lillian Cooper, Frank Sylvester, C. 
Leslie Austen, Robert Ames and Lewis Sealey. 

The Henry Miller Theater is a very beautiful 
structure. The building, including the stage 
and dressing room arrangements, as well as the 
decorative schemes, curtain and furnishings, 
were designed and supervised by Paul R. Allen 
and Harry Creighton Ingalls, architects. F. 
Burrell Hoffman, Jr., now in the army, was as- 
sociated with Mr. Miller in the early studies 
of the building. The decorative painting, cur- 
tain and hangings were executed by Unitt and 
Wickes. 

The Georgian facade of the building is in 
Persian red brick, laid Flemish bond, trimmed 
in white at the doors and windows, as well as 
with a crowning cornice in the same tone. 
Windows which have not been associated usually 
with the street facade of theaters are found 
on the second and third floors, the offices are 
on the mezzanine and the rear of the balcony on 
the floor above. The interior of the building 
has been treated as were the quaint oM 
English painted rooms of the Adam period. 
There are five entrances, one leading to the 
second balcony, one to the first balcony and 
three to the main lobby, which is elliptical in 
plan. The lobby, in its pure Adam detail, 
is effectively lighted with wall brackets of dis- 
tinctive designs. The color scheme of the in- 
terior is old ivory, picked out in gold leaf and 
colors. There is an impression of warmth and 
coziness, yet the seating capacity of the thea- 
ter is nearly one thousand. The design of the 
curtain is Mr. Miller’s original thought, wherein 
he conceived the idea of portraying, in a charm- 
ing and unusual manner comedy and tragedy 
in the painted tapestry panel, which is the 
salient motive of the curtain. There are two 
boxes, divided into two parts, on either side of 
the house, each being treated as a single unit 
and providing one of the priacipal architectural 
motives of the interior. 

In the front of the house, one flight down, 1s 
located the lounge. This is furnished as a 
room where people may congregate between the 
acts. The stage of the new theater is of the 
sectional type. It is entirely built of traps 
and every portion of it is demountable. The 
lighting is as complete as science can make it. 
Ventilation is accomplished in the most modern

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New York, March 30.—A fairly good barometer 
of the business condition in the show world is 
the importance attached to the calendar. Last 
season things turned for the showmen with the 
passing of Christmas. The latter half of the 
season proved an orgy of plenty. Lent had no 
appreciable effect on Broadway business. Crowds 
surged up and down the street as never before 
end they. dropped In at the playhouses and spent 
their money in unprecedented quantity. Any- 
thing and everything did a satisfactory business 

-the only requirements for a comfortably filled 
house seeming to be a first and a last act. 
Everything crowded them in on Saturdays. That 
was why there were eight new theaters planned 
for this season, one of which is only opening 
pow, months after schedule time, and three of 
which will probably not be ready until another 
season has rolled in. 

The fact is there hasn't been the “‘break,’’ as 
the baseball term runs, this year. As in the 
year before, long faces were the rule on the 
Rialto when the impetus of the new season 
spent itself, impotent against the natural ob- 


stacles encountered. The new year came, and 
with it the seasonable spurt in business, not so 
pronounced as in the previous year, but still 
plainly marked. And then a fairly early 


Lent, during which attractions playing to $11,000 
and more dropped plummet-like, with few ex- 
ceptions, to a meager $4,000 or so, and attrac- 
tions holding thelr own at some such figure 
dropped to receipts that beggared description, to 
say nothing of their recipients. For the first 
time In several years Lent became a managerial 
alibi, 

In consideration of the war tax, the high cost 
of living, the economy drive, falsely construed 
or not, we have repeatedly urged the point that 
this was a popular-price year in the theater. 
But even in this contention we are now inclined 
to question our judgment. There have been 
several cases in which our theories have been 
put to the test. In one case the wartime prices 
were given a fair trial. A play was produced 
with the announcement that regardless of the 
degree of its success one dollar and a half 
woul4 constitute the top price for orchestra 
Seats and that no seats would be given into 
the hands of speculators. The promise in this 
respect was faithfully kept excepting for the 
fact that seats were given to the cut-rate peo- 
ple, who paid less than half of the par value 
of the coupons for the privilece of disposing of 
them. And yet the play started off with every 
indication of meeting with a large measure 
of public approval. How better off it would 
have been had regular prices prevailed is hard 
to judge. It may be argued that it wa judged 
originally as a dollar and a half play and not 
as a two-dellar play, and that the bargain price 
added just so much to degree of favorable 
comment it received. Yet it passed muster 
with the self-styled wise men of the business, 
men who see all plays at the same price—that 
which the Government now exacts of the dead- 
head. By them it was given every chance to 
“get by,"’ figured at the standard set for those 
who angle for two-dollar trade. 

Against this there the financial success 
scored by the production of Seven Days’ Leave 
at the Park, a theater long listed among the 
hoodoo houses and a production that survived 
the stigma of an unpromising tryout under 
another management. But, again, while the 
play itself falls into the class of the popular- 
priced play of the last generation, being pure 
melodrama of the type that once would not have 
dared demand more than a dollar top of its 
auditors, it must be remembered that it was 
Perhaps the first of a series of war plays, plays 
built to evoke a patriotic response at a time 
when such a response is easily evoked and to 
‘uch a degree that it easily becomes enthusiasm. 
It may be that Seven Days’ Leave could at the 
moment have attracted audiences in similar 
Dumbers at two-dollar prices to have built up 
Teceipts that might have doubled the profits of 
the enterprise. Who is there young enough fn 
this uncertain business of ours to hazard a 
prophecy on this point? 

Of all the straws in the wind there bas been 
one that at first blush seems to bear out our 
bet theory, at least as far as New York is 
concerned, This is the phenomenal business 
that has been done on the so-called “subway 
eireuit,”’ the chain of neighborhood theaters that 
may be reached from Times Square via the 
underground. The theaters comprising this 
chain are largely honses of sufficient size to 
enable Broadway attractions to cut their prices 
in two and still play to sufficient business to 
clear very handsome profits out of their sixty 
her cent of the gross. The conventence of the 
weighborhood theater is such that attractions of 
all caliber are assured of a certain return, due 
to the house’s regular clientele. And herein 


is 


lies the main argument against our premise. Is 
it that business done at bargain prices at these 
convenient stations justifies the theory that 
similar business would be done for protracted 
periods at centrally located points, or does the 
mere existence of these bargain centers limit 
the business of the select producing houses to 
the extravagant who are willing and anxious to 
hear the last ery at any cost? 

The cost of theater going is invariably brought 
into the discussion by layman and professional 
whenever the state of the theatrical business 
is being discussed. When your professional 
complains, your layman always cites cases of 
extortion, fancied or real, by way of explana- 
tion. He complains that the par value of a 
seat has ceased to have meaning. He says that 
when he chooses to visit an attraction that is 
basking in the sunshine of popular favor he is 
compelled to pay a premium over the advertised 
price for the privilege. To bear out his state- 
ment, a house that depends to a certain extent 
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lating prices to meet the demand; perhaps on 
the basis of the street or the curb. 

We may not personally agree with the public’s 
verdict on a show’s worth, but when we can 
let the public demand fix the price of seats 
for each and every individual attraction thru 
some centrally located exchange, with branch 
offices—like the Stock Exchange in principle— 
and when we can have Broadway attractions 
underwritten as are worthwhile Wall street 
propositions, we shall probably have a better 
line of attractions and a better satisfied public. 
It's a vague and misty idea, but “one of these 
days {it’s likely to become a ‘reality. It will 
mean a centralized business, of course, a it 
would mean death to many independant ,ambi- 
tions, but that has been the history -of all: busi- 
nesses that pay. 


Edward Everett Rice will de the new house 
manager of the Belmont (formerly Norworth) 
Theater, New York. 
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on neighborhood trade, noting a falling off in that 
specific source of revenue, engaged experienced 
canvassers to ascertain the reason for its fall- 
ing off. The canvassers unsnimensly reported 
that when the house in question had had a 
cuccess of great proportions the neighborhood 
people were compelled to wait their turn in a 
long queue stretching out for a block, only to 
be told on reaching the box-office window that 
the seats desired were not to be had, yet the 
corner cigar store had them on sale at double 
the advertised price. Could these people be 
blamed that when their patronage was solicited 
for attractions of average merit they passed 
up the house they thought had cheated them 
and went to the picture palace around the corner 
instead? 

Even where the theatergoer cets the best of 
it he is dissatisfied. The man who buys at the 
box-office price, only to learn that his neighbors 
saw the same show at balf-price on tickets pur- 
chased at a cut-rate agency, will ever after 
shun the house he patronized. He will not con- 
sider the fact that perhaps eight rows separated 
him and the cut-rate purchaser, he will always 
feel convinced that the man who sat alongside 
of him, if not the map who sat in front of 
him, paid a dollar less than he did to see the 
identical show, 

All of which ts merely cited to air once wore 
another of our theories—that no satisfactory 
business solution of the problems that confront 
us in this gamble we call a business can “he 
found until we find an above-board way of regu-

THE BAND 


Al Sweet, Leader, Soloist, Composer, Lyceum, 
Chautauqua and Vaudeville Producer 
in a New Role 


The ancient Greek teachers, and the world 
has seen no better, taught much by example. 
They would place statues of their great and 
gifted men in the hallways in their public 
buildings, even in the homes, so that the youth 
seeing these might emulate the virtues and 
profit by the experiences of the persons so 
honored. 

So we of today have much to learn from th 
experiences ang the lifework of our men of 
affairs. Knowing from my own boyish expert- 
ence what a band leader really means to thou- 
sauads of growing youngsters in the smaller towns 
and rural districts where ‘‘The Home Town 
Band,”’ if it can play at all, numbers among its 
members at least two or three of ‘‘the world’s 
greatest’? players, the thought has been in the 
writer’s mind for some time to devote some 
space to two real band men, We enjoy the 
pleasure of such intimate acquaintance with 
two celebrities that we feel that we can write 
such articles as will convey to our readers some 
of those personal traits which has made each 
a leader in his line. These two men are Signor 
A. Liberati and Al Sweet. Treating first of our 
friend Gweet, leaving the grand old master for 
a subsequent article. 

Al Sweet is especially well known in lyceum 
and chautauqua circles, for besides being one of 
the greatest artists who ever stepped upon the 
tented platform he is one of the most popular 
all-round good fellows who ever mingled with 
the crowd at a chautauqua gathering. Every 
inch a gentleman and at all times a real man 
he has won a place in the hearts of both public 
and the profession that is a testimonial which 
sincere appreciation pays to genuine worth. 

After five years touring the country over the 
various lyceum, chautaugua and vaudeville cir- 
cuits Friend Sweet has sprung into prominence 
as a producer. At present he has four acts on 
the road and all are doing well. Being one of 
the well-known and recognized composers of 
both vocal and instrumental music, he Is 
equipped with those rare gifts of genius which 
grace the few with the power to charm the 
multitude. He writes all the music, lyrics and 
even the “‘patter’’ for his acts. He coaches 
and directs all the staging effects. In short, he 
puts his own genius into each production with 
which he is connected a la George Cohan. 

The above is a sketch of Al Sweet, the artist 
of today. But how came he to be one of the 
leaders in this line of work? A little study of 
the busy and active life of this ever restless 
“trouper”’ will be worth while noting, so we 
will reveal some ancient history, as we feel this 
will prove of much value to those who aspire 
to some day lead a circus parade down the main 
streets of our cities or direct a band in some 
quiet little village. 

Al Sweet was born in Dansville, N. Y., on 
July 7, 1876, the centennial year. Both parents 
were musical; his father, Davig@ L, Sweet, 
played violin and alto; his mother played piano. 
Keared in a musical atmosphere he got his 
first start (on violin) from his father. When 
ten years of agé he got hold of an old E-flat 
cornet, with which he disturbed the neighbors 
daily for four years. ; 

He had no teacher, but just hammered away 
at it the best Le could, as many others have 
dene, until at the age of fourteen he had at- 
tained a sufficient degree of proficiency to join 
a circus. Stowe Bros.’ Circus, with Mont Long 
leading the band, opened the way which led 
finally to Ringling Bros.’ Circus. 

Al Sweet’s popularity as bandmaster was 
gained during the six years he served in the 
‘apacity of leader with the Ringling Circns, 

No other bandmaster in the circus business 
was ever held in such high esteem by his men 
and none other, before or since, has ever paid 
as high salaries for musicians in the circus field. 

Al Sweet has been director of several famous 
bands besides the Ringling Circus band. He 
directed the Colorado Midland Band for several 
seasons. This organization entertains the vis- 
itors at Colorado Springs during the summer <ea- 
son. He was also director of the Edison Con- 
cert Band and the Edison Symphony Orchestra, 


having directed many of the great phonograph 
records put out by this wonderful organization. 
He has swung the baton with many traveling 
shows and ‘minstrel troupes. He was cornet 


He had the nerve to do these things, which 
many of us would never have the courage to 
attempt, 

Thru it all he kept up his daily practice. That 
was the most important thing to him, for he 
knew that it was only thru practice that he 
could attain to the heights of musical perfec- 
tion which he had set as his goal, a most com- 
mendable example for all aspiring young mu- 
sicians to follow. 

Even now Al Sweet puts in from one to two 
hours a day in good, solid practice. 

One of the reasons for the popularity of this 
much-traveled man is found in his unfailing 
sense of humor. He sees the funny side of 
even the tragedies of life. He is a perpetua! 
fountain of fun and good cheer. Whetber the

soloist in New York City park concerts an! In 
Newark, N. J., park concerts. 

For five seasons past he bas been director of 
Dunbar’s White Hussars, playing vaudeville and 
chautauquas, 

It is not generally known that Al Sweet was 
one of the first cornet players to produce a 
phonograph record of this wonderfully popular 
instrument. More popular in the days when 
the phonograph was in its infancy than it Is 
today. He made records for The Edison Phone 
graph Company, for the Victor Talking Machine 
and for the Columbia Phonograph. 

Like many other great artists, he started In 
life without a ‘-acher, and is largely a self-made 
musician. The only teacher he ever bad was 
W. Paris Chambers, whom he idolized as being 
the world’s greatest cornet player at that time. 

Mr. Chambers took a personal interest in the 
curly-haired youth and spent many hours with 
him in his effort to make of him a good cornetist. 
For these valuable lessons he would never ac- 
cept any pay; they were freely given to his 
boy friend. 

Al Sweet attributes much of his success to 
the generous help and invaluable lessons so 
freely given by his good friend and benefactor, 
W. Paris Chambers. 

Al Sweet has traveled far and over a rocky 
road. As a mere lad he did ‘‘busking,’* playing 
on the street corners by permission of the Mayor 
Many a nickel and dime be made by playing

story is on him or some other fellow makes no 
difference so long as it is a good story. He Is 
the hub in any crowd he enters and it is his 
humor that draws all to him. 

On one occasion while leading the Ringling 
Circus band the show was playing out in Call- 
fornia and the band was short a cornet player. 
An ad was inserted in The Los Angeles Times 
for a cornetist. Just before the show opened 
for the afternoon performance a rather battered 
and weather-beaten individual walked up to the 
band boys, who were all sitting around waiting 
the cue to start the big show, and, in a sort of 
commanding voice, asked: ‘‘Where can 1 see 
Al Sweet?” “My name is Sweet,"’ answered Al, 
meekly, “D’y’ want a cornet player?’ “Yes, 
that is what we have advertised for," answered 
the leader. ‘‘Well, Cull, I'm your guy. I've 
been wid ’em all.’’ Reaching down in his trunk 
Al pulled out a half dozen of the atiffest pieces 
that they had in their répertoire. He set them 
om @ rack and said: ‘‘Try one of these and let 
us see what you can do."’ The itinerant one 
who bad been “wid ‘em all’ gave the bunch 
the once over, then turning to Al said: “I can't 
cuter, Cull, good-by."* Just then the call came 
and the big show was on for the afternoon per 
formance, and another incident in life’s drama 
had been gathered into that storehcuse of happy 
incidents from which Al Sweet now zathers in 
tellectual food with which he supplies hundreds 
of thousands each year who come in touch with 


his radiating personality, 
learned, 

There is one more turn to the kaleidoscopic 
career of this ‘Minstrel Bard’? which we wish 
to make so as to show the changed activity thus 
revealed: Here we have Al Sweet, the popular 
song writer, His popular songs have the good 
fortune to land with favor. But it ‘s the real 
song of songs which he has had the good fortune 
to write and compose. Each Stitch Is a Thought 
of You, Dear, which, unless we miss our guesa, 
is destined to rank as one of the Immortal war 
ballads to come out of this world conflict. The 
fact that that astute and far sighted song pub- 
lisher, Leo Feist, has selected this as his leader 
and is spending a large fortune and a couple cf 
small ones boosting this song speaks volumes 
for what we have set forth in the way of a 
prediction or a prophecy. This is already one 
of the real musical monolog successes with tome 
of our chautauqua artists, and, before the sum- 
mer is over, there will be a lot of singers who 
will shelve the hackneyed succeases which now 
find a place on every progra:n until word has 
come to us that the chautaujua is a one-tune 
affair and looks as tho the same coach has 
drilled all the talent to sing a few songs. ‘This 
is but a hint which the wise will be the first 
to grab. That's all, 

This article was written with the hope of 
helping the werthwhile musical fraternity, which 
compose about eighty-five rer cent of all the 
people who are engaged in lyceum and chautan- 
qua work as a profession or a means of livell- 
hood.

“Charles Zueblin’s lecture last evening, the 
second of his course on Pan-Preparedness, fell 
on cold ears, for the audience was not in 
sympathy with the sentiments he uttered.

At I. L. & C. A. Council—Members of

Chicago, March 30.—Ambassadors or special 
representatives of the Allied Nations will ad- 
dress the National (onference of American Lec- 
turers to be held in Washington, April 8 to 13, 
under the auspices of the International Lyceum 
and Chantaugqua Association.

Once in a while there is brought to 
notice a business which, as a whole, 
prospers, not because of the methods 
of the men engaged in it, but in spite 
of them. As a rule its prosperity is 
shortlived. The right element for con- 
tinued success is not there. 

Such has been the story of the mo- 
tion picture business. Striking a wave 
of public fancy and filling a long-felt 
want of entertainment at a price within 
reach of all, motion pictures prospered 
exceedingly. Then reaction set in, and 


for the past few years, as everyone en- 
gaged in the business knows, condi- 
tions have been growing worse, and the 
difficulty for both producer and ex- 
hibitor to make a legitimate profit is be- 
coming more pronounced. 

The causes which led up to the de- 
cline of the business have been 
threshed out too often to bear repeti- 
tion, but one of them has been the lack 
of co-operation between the various 
branches of the industry. 

During the past few months there 
have been signs of awakening on the 
part of exhibitors to the necessity for 
co-operation, and several plans ad- 
vanced for co-operative distribution 
have been receiving earnest considera- 
tion. 

Realizing that little or nothing of a 
permanent benefit can accrue without 
mutual agreement between the pro-

Exhibitors’ Association, always working 
towards the best interests of the in- 
dustry as a whole, has appointed a 
committee, consisting of President Jake 
Wells, Vice-President Guy Wanders,

Contest Managers—Are you letting contestants 
know eary full particulars about your prizes, 
rules and dates? 

Contestants—Are you willing to contest for 
cash prizes in all events or are you insisting on 
being paid a contract salary? 

Remember, in order to hold a contest in any- 
thing, all contestants must be judged on their 
Merits and must all start equal. Some can not 
be guaranteed a flat sum and others not. In any 
event all are competing for prizes. 

Contest Managers—Give your contest plenty of 
publicity everywhere, 

Don’t overlook good 
grounds. 

Don’t ‘“‘hold up’ a man who wants to buy 
space. Remember he wants to make some 
money, too. 

Remember Guy Weadick sold the field glass 
privilege for a nice sum in Calgary and Winni- 
peg. They have opera glasses at a theater, why 
not fiel@ glasses at a frontier contest? It’s a 
good bet. Don’t overlook it. 

Instead of a hamburger joint on the grounds, 
why don’t some of you committees frame up a 
real chuck wagon, with a real cook, and sell 
meals at the chuck wagon? It’s a novelty and 
would get the money. 

Why not have articles in your program ex- 
plaining the various events on your program? 

Remember there are many in your audience 
who don’t understand the fine points of the 
game. Wise them up to what a man is doing 
when he rides a bronk ‘‘slick.’’ 

Keep your infield clear. Don't allow con- 
testants and others to obstruct the view of 
those in the seats. 

Get the merchants to feature cowboy hats, 
wuffiers, colored shirts, etc., a week or so before 
your contest starts. 

Make your contest the big annual affair of 
your district. 

It is done now in some places. Make it the 
same wherever a contest is held. 

Nineteen-eighteen is your year if you go to 
It strong now. Don’t wait to see what the 
other fellow is going to do. Be original. Be 
Western. Go to it. Boost not only your own 
contest, but all of them. Boost everything in 
the Wild West game that is good. That which 
is not right tie a can to; cut it out, don’t stand 
for it at your contest. Squawk if some other 
contest pulls a raw deal, or does anything which 
will hurt the game. Remember a would-be con- 
test hurts yours. There is room for many con- 
tests which are good ones, but no room for 
one which is off color. Keep your eye open 
for the bad ones and head them off.

PEACEFUL SOLUTION OF CHICAGO 
CONTROVERSY IS PROBABLE 


Theater Owners and Union Appoint Committees 
To Go Over All Points at Issue—Injunction 
Had Been Asked To Restrain Local 

No. 110 of L A. T. S. E. 


Chicago, March 30.—The biggest story of the 
year in motion picture and general theatrical 
circles now looks as if it will be no story at 
all. Only Thursday the whole theatrical world 
Was stirred when it became known that nearly 
every motion picture theater owner in Chicago 
and an imposing List of manufacturers and sun- 
dry men—233 entities in round numbers—had 
joined together and petitioned the Circuit Court 
for an injunction restraining I. A. T. S. E. 
(local No. 110) from unduly interfering with the 
local industry—and that men connected with 
the union be forced to relinquish alleged con- 
trol of the motion picture field in general. 

The complainants listed in the bill included 
all prominent moving picture theater owners, 
from Ascher Bros. to ‘‘one-horse’’ managements, 
such imposing names as Lasky, Kleine, Gold- 
Wyn and Famous Players also being included. 
The dill was stretched over more than 50 pages 
of manuscript. 


As indicated in The Billboard’s exclusive 
story intimating the formation of the Allied 
Amusement Assn., the body, which in less than 
24 hours had secured financial support exceeding 
$27,000, named as defendants Joseph P. Arm- 
strong, president of the union, and John G, Sha- 
frank, of the National Advertising Film Co., 
which, as last week's Billboard article in- 
timated, was alleged to be a figurehead es- 
tablishment created to serve as a source of 
levying assessments for the union, This was 
to be done by demanding the union label on all 
slides shown in theaters and forcing slide mak- 
ers to do business with the National Adver- 
tising Slide Co, 


Alleged impositions emanating from the union 
leaders as set forth in the bill included: The 
Ford Weekly, Henry Ford’s method of bringing 
before the public the work of the army and 
navy and other war preparations, was notified 
that a charge of $5 a day for each theater 
where the pictures were shown would be 
charged, it is alleged, and one of the producers 
who desired to exhibit a picture showing 
‘Billy’? Sunday in action was notified that the 
consent of the union would cost $5,000, the bill 
states. 

The owner of the Chopin Theater, so the bill 
alleges, disobeyed the edicts of the union of- 
ficlals and to ‘‘make itself right’ with the 
union was informed that he would have to pay 
a ‘‘fine’’ of $1,200, which was later reduced to 
$800. 

But with the local motion picture stage set 
for a grand finale the picture of a long-drawn- 
out fight engendered by the energetic manner 
in which the theater men had taken legal ac- 
tion became bedimmed today when a gleam of 
sunshine was seen in the rift of the legal 
clouds. 

Lewis F. Jacobson, attorney for the theater 
interests, sent a letter to Armstrong, the union 
executive, in which he recommended a peaceful 
settlement. Armstrong replied with the as- 
sertion that the grievance complained of no 
longer existed, The net result was the mutual 
appointment of committees instructed to go 
over all points at issue in the endeavor to ar- 
tive at some peaceful solution. 

Now it looks as if the mammoth, record- 
breaking suit will go down into theatrical his-

make any money. A frank consultation witu 
the competitor is the best remedy for this if 
both are half way reasonable. 

The deposit system is all right so far as 
guaranteeing that the contract {s genuine, ut, 
in my opinion, it should Se made to apply on 
the first of the service instead of the last. I 
lo know that no company can sell me any 
service except on the plan I mention, There 
is not one single excuse for the deposit to be 
applied on the end of the service except the 
lesire of the companies to¢therrow money with- 
vut interest or security on long time. And, I 
am sorry to gay, in some cases it is almost if 
not quite impossible to secure the refund, even 
when the contract Is ecompleted.

FIVE-REEL Blue Bird release.

The haunting, enigmatic charm of the Mojave 
Desert pervades the atmosphere of this pic- 
turesque tale of the great Southwest, scenes of 
immensity and grandeur, of sand dumes ant 
frowning mountains, so vividly photographed that 
moonlight effects register as perfectly as day. 
The vitally interesting story treks away from 
the conventional and recites the battle royal of 
a white woman and her racial prejudices to the 
overpowering love of an educated Indian. Rhoda 
Tuttle, suffering from the shock of the tragic 
death of her parents, is sent to the ranch house 
of her wealthy friends—the Newmans. But she 
does not improve or appreciate the love of her 
attentive finance, John Dewitt.

from the other type submitted. And the mere 
fact that a man has charge of manuscripts 
doesn’t mean that he's an expert in considering 
them. Most of the larger firms depend upoo 
staff writers to such an extent that manuscripts 
submitted by outsiders are not awarded much 
consideration when catalogs are made up. Fre- 
quently staff writers find ideas submitted by 
amateurs which look good to them (almost any 
staf’ writer can get access to the manuscript 
drawer). If they are honorable they make the 
amateur a proposition for ‘fixing up’’ the idea— 
if dishonorable they do the fixing without ac- 
knowledging original authorship. It is because 
this is done occasionally, also because it is quite 
possible that two minds may hit upon the same 
theme, that so many amatetirs explain their in- 
ability to make progress by dec laring that they 
fear to trust the publishers with manuscripts, 
Still, as a matter of fact, there are few cases 
of out-and-out theft. 

Then, what can the amateur do to break thru? 
This depends upon the caliber of the outsider. If 
he bas ability and can demonstrate at the sing- 
ing or playing end in a satisfactory manner his 
chances are good. If he lacks demonstrating 
prowess he is greatly handicapped—far more 
than most people imagine. 

The best advice that can be given amateurs 
is to forego the selfish inclination to do every- 
thing alone and endeavor to imterest people pro- 
ficient at some end of the demonstrating with 
their ideas, 

Somehow talent frequently manages to assert 
itself. It is conceivable that a chap who can 
write the kind of a letter A. B. has sent us 
would be able to interest some worthy publisher 
in his efforts—or some composer in the employ 
of a publisher (which is even better). Our lavish 
praise for A. B. may be misinterpreted by many, 
who believe we are lauding him because of the 
nice things he says about us. It takes a form 
of letter writing ability te give praise without 

spreading it om too thick." However, it is 
always a safe rule to attract the attention of a 
busy person by alluding to something he has 
done well. The rankest amateur will probably 
get a favorable reply from the greatest com- 
poser if he introduces himself by saying: ‘‘Your 
melodies are the most wonderful I ever heard. In 
our city we look upon your newer output with 
ever-increasing marvel and admiration. How you 
manage to make each melody sound better and 
eatchier than the ones that went before is hard 
to understand."” This kind of talk will go as 
far with Victor Herbert as with Abe Olman. 
After this introduction ring in the important part 
by saying: ‘“‘Now I have an idea which I'd like 
to submit to you."* 


In writing a publisher, tell him you notice he 
has more hits than all the rest put together. 


Say his ability to judge manuscripts is marvel- , 


ous, Then grind your ax about your own com- 
position. You'll probably hear from him, whether 
it is Henry Waterson, Louis Bernstein or Jerome 
H. Remick. 

Yes, the tactful amateur has a chance—a slim 
one, admittedly—but, nevertheless, a chance.—
